heavyweight boxing champion remarked as he entered his 
dressing room after the fight. 


The champion was as happy as a schoolboy and there 


were no marks on his face or body to show the effect of the 
Frenchman's punches.

"I won just as I thought I would" the champion said. 
"It was a good fight and I think the public was satisfied. 


They say Carpentier staggered me with a right hand punch 
in the third round. I never even remember being hit hard 
enough to shake me up.

"Perhaps he caught me off balance and it looked as though 


I was staggering. Perhaps I could have finished him sooner, 
but I was taking no chances. Carpentier is the heavyweight 
champion of Europe and I had my own title at^stake and 
wanted to take no unnecessary chance of losing it" 


Jack's first thought as he came from the ring was of his 


mother. He took a pencil and wrote her the foEowing tele- 
gram: 


"Mrs. C. Dempsey — 


Salt Lake City, Utah. 


"Dear mother: Won in the fourth round. Received your 


wire. Will be home' soon as possible, love and kisses. — Jack.' 


Georges Carpentier took his defeat gamely and praised 


Dempsey as a great champion. In his dressing room after 
the fight Carpentier dictated this statement: 


"I staked my all to win in the second round. I hit him 


hard but could not drop him. 
I tried again in the third but

"America should be proud of Dempsey. He is a great 


champion."

Jack Dempsey, the world's heavyweight champion, knock- 


ed him out a few seconds after the round opened, sending him 
heavily to the canvas with a short right hook to the chin. The 
actual time of fighting in the fourth round was one minute and 
sixteen seconds. 
Previous to the knockout Carpentier wan 


floored with a left to the body and a right U> the chm. ^Pen- 
tier took a count of nine before springing to his feet where the 
grim, determined Dempsey measured him with a punch to the 
chin which ended the battle. Dempsey stood over the fallen 
French idol until the count was finished and then tenderly pick- 
ed up the bleeding and dazed Frenchman and dragge him to his 
corner. Dempsey gave Carpentier an unmerciful beating. 


He opened up a cut under the challenger's eye and batted 


him so viciously around the head with vicious rights and lefts 
until Carpentier's face was swollen and bleeding. Carpentier 
fought gamely back at the champion but he was outclassed. 
Once he was half knocked and half pushed through the ropes and 
most of the time was going away from the champion. Dempsey 
kept after him, driving him. to the corner whenever he hadf an 
opportunity. 


Carpentier was out only for a few seconds. Manager Des- 


camps appled first aid as quickly as the dazed Frencnraah/drop- 
ped into his chair. Police immediately .climbed into the ring 
and made a path for the champion and Carpentier to go to their 
dressing rooms. 


When Dempsey sent in the winning punch, the welling 


crowd that packed the arena was on its feet, yelling. The crowd, 
so apathetic during the preliminaries, went wild when the 
fighters entered the ring. During the four rounds and at the 
knockout, above all sounded the shrieks of the women as blow 
followed blbw and blood was drawn. 


The sudden manner in which the main bout was staged with 


postponement of the last preliminary, caught the spectators by 
surprise. There were cheers when the American champion, 
was introduced but the crowd, the arena around, cheered it- 
self hoarse as Carpentier was hailed as champion of the Old 
World, idol of his country and a soldier of France. As calm and 
unperturbed a fighter as ever entered the ring, the French bird- 
man kept his eyes turned up, watching planes circling over head 
with a noisy staccato at the very moment the boxers appeared. 


There was not the usual rash to the ring after the knock- 


on!—that championship rush that carries all before it. What 
rush did start soon was checked by a heavy detail of police 
around the ring. 


The throng which during the bout rose and sank in their 


seats in a wave which rippled from ringside to rim, stood in 
their places after the knockout came. The crowd cheered the 
conqueror but it also cheered the vanquished. The French- 
man's supporters ching around his corner until he was revived 
and staggered from the ring—the "battle of the century" over. 


For his efforts of today Dempsey received $300,000 to- 


gether with all of the other side issues such as picture right* 
and other privileges that go to the winner.

Carpentier received $200,000 for his efforts. 
Carpentier entered the arena at 2 o'clock. He-went Im- 


mediately to his dressing room. 


The challenger lost his way on reaching Boyle's Thirty 


Acres. He stood outside puzzled as to which way to take. Two 
guides went out and piloted them in. Francois Descamps, the 
Frenchman's manager, entered the arena chattering to himself, 
with Parisian abandon and gesticulating as he marched to the 
dressing room a few feet ahead of the challenger. 


Carpentier's arrival was unnoticed by all save nine of the 91,- 


000 odd spectators. They raised a cheer but the midget demon- 
stration was soon over. The challenger looked as dapper M 
ever. He was wearing a gray suit with cap to match.

for the arena from the home of William C. Heppenheimer, bank 
president and millionaire sportsman, where he spent the night, 
at 2i35 o'clock this afternoon. 


Dempsey was given a rousing cheer by a crowd of several
